“Of the subse- 
quent moves of our forces nothing 
was known at City Point. Theré 
was nothing to indicate that the 
advance of Ord or Birney had 
been checked, and it is confidently 
believed at City Point that the 
rebels have withdrawn large num- 
bers of their troops from the de- 
fences at Richmond and sent them 
up the valley to-aid Early. This 
being the case, Ord and Birney 
can make considerable progress 
before the rebels can concentrate 
their forces. 


On Wednesday night the rebels 
made a furious attack on our ad- 


Sedwick on the Jerusalem Plank 
Road. These entrenchments were 
held by a portion of the 2d brig- 
ade, 8d division, 9th corps. The 
rebels were handsomely repulsed 
with considerable loss. These 
are the works we-captared from 
the rebels several weeks ago, and 
this is the second unsuccessful 
attempt af the rebels to retake 
them.
